ver the past two weeks northern Afghanistan has been 
turmed into a bloodbath with Taleban and Islamic Resis- 
tance forces pitching against each other in Jabal-ul-Siraj, Salang 
Tunnel, Charikar and other strongholds defying Taleban’s 


The Taleban had virtually conquered northern Afghanistan, 
thanks to northern warlord Abdul Malîk who turned against his 
erstwhile comrade, Abdul Rashid Dustom, making the latter 
leave his stronghold of Mazar-i-Sharif. But soon differences in 
power sharing flared up between the Taleban and Dustom and 
the two sides ended up in bloody skirmishes, attacks and 
counter-attacks on cities, bottlenecks and strategic areas, this 


The ensuing two weeks of fighting has resulted in at least 300 
Taleban forces killed by Malik’s forces in northern Afghanistan 
and 3,000 taken captive by government forces. No figure is 
available on casualties suffered by government forces. 

Afghanistan today is a sad picture of Afghans killing each 
other to the delight of aliens. Foreign interference seems ines- 
capably the main cause of the ongoing civil war in that Central 


Since the ouster of Soviet forces from Afghanistan the coun- 
try has been reduced to debris. The Afghans today are among 
the most deprived when it comes to the basic necessities of 
human existence. Milfions of dollars that could have gone 
towards raising their existence into a more tolerable one have 
been needlessly spent on weaponry that has served no other 
purpose but to extend their suffering. 

The Afghans—count no exception—are typically true to their 
nature. Born and raised in the most rugged of earth’s terrains, 
they have clung to the age-old belief that a man is not a man 
who does not fight to the end. After all this fighting, Afghans 
should have by now realized that no single group can control 
the country. Unfortunately, they continue to rely on weapons 
to settle their difficulties at a time when force is practically 
outmoded as a means of securing peace.

He writes that though he spent 
long periods in England, he feels 
France and Ireland ‘‘educated and 
formed’” him. 

His love of the sea grew out of 
trips, prescribed for his illness, on 
boats belonging to friends and 
relatives. 

He moved permanently to 
France after World War I, during 
which he worked in naval intelli- 
gence and drove ambulances, tak- 
ing up residence in a village in the 
Pyrenees not far from the Spanish 
border. 


Though O'Brian’"s first books 
were not about the sea, he said he 
quickly realized that was where his 
heart resided after publishing his 
first naval tale, “The Golden 
Ocean"", in 1956. 

It was in 1969 that O'Brian hit 
upon the successful forrnula with 
"Master and Commander" in 
which he introduced the now fa- 
mous pair of Aubrey and the Irish 
Maturin. 

He wrote the book at the re 
quest of a U.S. publisher who 
wanted a more adult sega story. 
Though he said he felt “The Gold 
en Ocean" was a grown up book, 
he took another stab at the genre, 
launching an epic that is sill at- 
tracing hew readerş, 

O'Brian, who writes his books 
with a fountain pen on the back of 
proof pages from earlier books, 
develops an almost eerie mastery 
of the politics, science and man- 
ners of late 18th 
e e century England 

Coupled with his ear for lan- 
gage, this combination has at- 
tracted men and women, doctors, 
academics and writers, all of 
whom find their own reasons to 


praise the books, which is to say 


solidarity. So, we want to relate 
very closely with Iran. It is devel- 
oping now." 

Regarding the visit of President 
Hashemi Rafsanjani to Sudan, the 
SNA speaker noted, “When Mr.

are conscious of their potential, 
wealth, blessing of God. .So, they 
are only now starting to develop 
their economic, political and so- 
cial models." 

He added, “I think that there is 
an awareness, 1 keep telling our 
brothers in Sudan and in Iran that 
the value of brotherhood in Islam 
and the world situation now which 
is expecting these brothers to come 
close to each other, by necessity 
not only by value, is such a stand- 
ard that we are falling short of it 
and both of us are to blame for it. 
We should come closer to each

On possible ways of mutual 
operation, Turabi noted, “Now, 
both countries are realizing that 
anyway they have to aid each 
other, due to the pressure of their 
values and also the pressure of 
their necessities, Both of them to- 
gether, they want to aid each other 
for investment, not just assistance 
from one side to the other—J do 
not think it is good just to give the 
other money because the other be- 
comes dependent and dormant— 
but common work, investment, 
trade. 

Asked how the unity between

He added, “We can compare 
notes together in the United Na- 
tions and elsewhere. And perhaps 
we can attract other Muslim coun- 
tries." 

In conclusion, Turabi ex- 
pressed his attitude toward the Is- 
lamic renaissance and resistance 
movements in the preşent-day 
world by saying, “There is Islamic 
rising here and there, sometimes a 
hundred percent Muslim state, 
sometimes partially it is rising, 
like Turkey. It is not a majority 
party but it is quite a party today. 
I am sure tomorrow we will bave 
a number of Muslim countries.

Turkey Should Act Nore Carefully to Secure Its National Interests

The agreement on military co- 
operation which Turkey and the 
Zionist regime concluded in Feb- 
ruary 1996 was met with a wave 
of anger and discontentment 
among Arab states and the Islamic 
Republic of Iran. Turkey, how- 
ever, chooses to disregard these 
protests and has recently an- 
nounced that it plans to have a 
common sea maneuver with the 
Zionist regime and the U.S. in the 
Mediteranean Sea late this year. It 
appears that Turkey believes it 
will work to its national interest to 
tow the line with the U.S. and 
Zionist policies; proof is the pres- 
ence of Israel’s military personnel 
at the scene of the crash of its 
helicopters north of Iraq. 

The irony is, Turkey is trapped 
in a false illusion and doesn't real- 
ize it. It draws itself away from 
forces which are in a better posi- 
tion to guarantee its national inter- 
ests. Its subservience to Western 
interests can only exacerbate its 
problems. 

It should have realized its mis- 
take earlier. But things are not too 
late. It can choose to be inde- 
pendent now. As one of the most 
progressive Muslim countries in 
the world it can say “no” to Zion- 
ist interests, 

The West is now witnessing 
that its allies such as Spain, Italy, 
Greece, France, etc., have opened 
embassies in Iraq despite sanctions 
imposed against that country and 
despite U.S. calls for isolation of 
Baghdad. It is quite obvious that 
U.S. support for Turkey in its at- 
tempt to intensify military opera- 
tions inside Iraq in order to make 
the country insecure and thereby 
destroy any possibility of reestab-, 
lishing relations with Iraq (in line 
with Washington’s wisbes) can be 
a predetermined scenario for 
Ankara which stands in dire need 
of crushing the Kurds and which 
is simply a tool to boost the U.S. 
policy of “dual containment." 

The U.S. is not so happy with 
Turkey either. The violation of 
Cyprus’ air space by Turkish, 
fighter planes has triggered Wash- 
ington’s concern with Ankara. 
The U.S. objective of intensifying 
differences between Greece and 
Turkey, as two NATO members, 
could have; the effect of raising 
Washington’s influence within 
NATO and has no good prospect 
for Turkey either. The U.S., by 
dragging Turkey in domestic and 
foreign crises with its neighbors 


and intensifying NATO's inter-or- 


ganisational complications in the 
region could lead Ankara to tow 
the line with its policies with the 
end in view of creating tension in 
the region. 

It is to the interest of Turkey 
that it exercise caution in choosing 
the direction it should take to pro- 
tect its national interests, In this 
way it will pot only save itself 
from more troubles but will bave 
the respect of its neighbors.

U.S. Expecis

LIMA — Washington hopes Chile < 


will be a member of the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA) by next March, special 
U.S. envoy for Latin America 
Thomas McLarty said Sunday. 

“We hope to reach an agree- 
ment with Chile before the end of 
the year, and certainly before San- 
tiago's Summit" of hemispheric 
leaders im March 1998, McLarty 
said ahead of a meeting of foreign 
ministers from the Organization of 
American States (OAS). 

But the March deadline may be 
cutting it close, since U.S. Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton postponed until 
September the introduction of 
“fast track'" legislation that would 
allow the administration to negoti- 
ate with Chile, 

“We are consulting intensively 
with Congress and hope to get fast 
track (authority) soon,’"’ McLarty 
said. 

Chile already bas bilateral free 
trade acgreements with the other 
two NAFTA members, Canada 
and Mexico, but has not been able 
to join the trading bloc for lack of 
U.S. authority to negotiate. 

McLarty said that in addition to 
seeking free trade with Chile, the 
United States remains “totally 
committed" to the project to nêf£0- 
tiate a free trade area of the Ameri- 
cas that would stretch from Canada 
to Chile by 2005. (AFP)

BRASILIA — Malaria, poison 
darts and the high-velocity rifles of 
drug nınners and renegade loggers 
are not the only dangers encoun” 
tered in trying to protect Brazil's 
decimated native Indian popula” 
tion. 

“Sometimes I cone bome af- 
ter a year in the jungle and have 
to pause because I cannot remem- 
ber the name of my youngest 
son,” said Sydney Possuelo, one 
of the world's top experts on na- 
tive populations and Brazil's 
leading “contacter” of isolated 
tribes. 

Possuelo, who turned 57 on 

national Indian day on April 19, 
laughed away his lapse of mem- 
ory over his five-year-old son’s 
name. Indeed, a dark humor 
shows constantly as he cracks 
jokes about catching malaria 36 
times and chuckles through his 
ragged beard at photographs of 
assistants with Indian arrows 
poking through their shoulders 
but still able to walk. 

He is currently trying to draw 
the boundaries of what would be 
Brazil's second largest Indian reê- 
serve, in the often-violent Javari 
Valley bordering Peru where last 
October he made “white man’s" 
first friendly contact with the 
Korubo tribe. It is a dangerous 
job contacting isolated tribes 
whose only knowledge of whites 
has been past conflict with invad- 
ing Europeans or recent battles 
with “Garimpeiros,”” as wildcat 
gold and diamond miners are 
known in Portsguese. 

*‘“Every white man is a poten- 
tial enemy. But the Indians" ag- 
gression is only the result of con- 
stant attacks by whites. In the 
frontier zones the Indians have 
been in what amounts to a state 
of war .... for decades,” Pos- 
suelo said. 

He is a former president of 
Brazil's National Indian Founda- 
tion (FUNAI]), which is respon- 
sible for iooking after the 
300,000 that remain of the five 
million Indians who were living 
in Brazil when the Portuguese 
first arrived in at the start of the 
16th century.

What is your family's and 
friends" attitudes and reaction O- 
ward your chosen Vocation?

“Maybe I may stop collecting but- 
terflies in the future but I1 will turn 
my attention to laboratory re- 
search. Of course I try not to lose 
my interest in this work." 


Nazari has published several es- 
says in foreign countries on the 
subject of butterflies. Some of his 
essays have been published in Bel- 
gium and Germany. He has also 
written an essay entitled "Hunting 
and Nature." A book all about 
different species of butterflies is 
also forthcoming. He is also in the 
midst of preparations on a Field 
Guide on the subject.

Some have been used as 
a symbol of the monarchy in colo- 
nial America and their species is 
aptly called "Monarch." Some 
have the power lo change their 
colors and some have the ability to 
mimic other creatures. The special 
feature of these creatures made mê 
interested in collecting them. 


How long does a collection of 
dried butterflies last? “The collec- 
tion could be eternal as long as 
dermes, a pest insect, Joes not 
attack their bodies. I havè no clear 
idea whether hunting butterflies 
could be harmful to nature. I have 
thought about it but couldn't find 
thê answer so 1 turned to Nazari 


again. 


“We shouldn't change the bal- ° 


ance of nature, Some spècies of 
butterflies are becoming extinct. 
The TUNC Institute (International 
Union of Nature Conservationists) 
in the U.S. has prepared a list of 
creatures that are banned from 
hunting enthusiasts. Butterflies are 
included.”

1 read 
through the pages and became fa- 
miliar with the life cycle of butter- 
flies, the interesting manner of 
drying and preserving them. These 
things caught a lot of my interest,” 

I asked Nazari how many sam- 
ples he has gathered so far. “I have 
collected 25,000 species of butter 
flies; 20,000 of which are Iranian 
butterflies and 5,000 foreign ones, 
gathered from 45 different coun- 
tries.” 

After going through the proc- 
esses of drying and preserving the 
insects, Nazarîi now has a wide 
collection of them and has pre- 
sented them to the Institute of En- 
tomology. 

Talking about the life cycle of 
butterflies, Nazar says: “Butter- 
flies are of two species; those that 
fly at night and those that fly dur- 
ing the day. There are many ways 
of catching butterflies; I usually 
look for those that fly in he morm- 
ing. There are 450 species of but- 
terflies n Iran that fly in the 
morning. The biggest butterfly in 
the world measures 26 centimeters

"Nevertheless in reality two 
thirds of the people in Asia lack 
telephones and we are working 
with govemments and the United 
Nations to introduce a drafl cail 
ing for a right for communications 
for people to address this prob- 
lem," Dr. Pekatarianeh explained. 

In conclusion Dr. Pekatarianeh 
said in the coming century the 
global telecommumication net- 
work will be so intensified and in- 
tegraled that we will have no 
more remote or neglected.area out 
of the reach of services and utili- 
ties. 

He said the telecommunication 
industry must be approached in a 
manner that it can provide many 
social and economical facilities

In post-visualization, ihe mo- 
ment of creativity occurs not at the 
clicking of the camera shutter, but 
later in the darkroom. "lt’s an 
appeal for photography to have the 
same kind of ‘in process’ discov- 
ery that is part of all other types 
of art,” he says. 

One polemic brought to the sur- 
face by this show, which spans the 
years 1980 to the present, is how 
an artist such as Uelsmann relates 
today’s technology. In the age of 
Forrest Gump, where people who 
have never met can be made to 
interac on film, many of his in- 
congruovs images may sirike 
viewers as computer-generated 
flights of fantasy. 

But Uelsmann is no digital art- 
ist. His pholomontages are the 
Sieadfast producl of painstaking 
darkroom work, using as many as 
seven enlargers, assembly-line- 
style. The siren song of faster, 
easicr images via compuicr holds 
little allure for him. 

"I like the alchemy of the dark- 
room, the smells of the chemicals
